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NO OBJECTION. 


Our State Department has in- 
formed the British Ambassador that 
this Government will interpose “no 
objection ” to American experts serv- 
ing on. the new commission to fix 
German reparations. It will not 
itself appoint them. Their selection 
must be made by the European 
countries interested. And due warn- 
ing is given that our representatives 
will be in nowise official, Nor can 
they promise or bind governmental 
action by us in any degree. But as 
the same is true of France and Eng- 
land and Belgium, this does not seem 
to matter greatly. However, the ef- 
fort is obvious to maintain an atti- 
tude of aloofness at Washington. 
Our Government has consistently 
argued that German reparations. do 
not concern the United States, and 
have no relation whatever to the 
war debts owed to our Treasury by 
England, France and the others. 

This contention is, of course, legal- 
ly correct. It may also be mathe- 
matically. In the documents, on the 
Treasury books, reparations are dis- 
tinct from the war debts. Yet every- 
body knows that, in fact, they are 
linked together -and.cannot in the 
final settlement be kept apart. What 
England is paying us on her debt 
she: first obtains, all but a few 
thousand dollars, from Germany. It 
has all along been the avowed po- 
sition of France that what she 
pays to us and to Great Britain 
in liquidation of her external war 
debts is conditioned upon what she 
receives from Germany. So that the 
task in which American experts are 
to join is one directly concerning 
this country, both now and in the 
future. 

Not to object is the very least we 
could do. 
creditor who should oppose discus- 
sion of plans to reimburse him. 
American interest in a recasting of 
the Dawes plan, and in an ultimate 
clearing up of the financial débris 
left by the war, is. manifest. and 
vital. If we were not willing todo 
our part in tackling the job out of 
consideration for Europe’s need, we 
ought to be glad to do it in order to 
get ourselves out of a scrape.

LAW AND CUSTOM. 


President BUTLER’S annual report, 
published: today, deals as usual with 
the details of that immense com- 
plex of schools and courses known 
as Columbia University. These are 
largely matters for academics. “But 

Dr.. BUTLER always thinks of the 
great institution of which he is the 
head’ as “affected with a public 
interest.” It is his custom, there-' 
fore, to step out of the. still air of 
delightful studies, in these univer- 
sity reports, long enough to speak 
on some question agitating the 
public mind. This year he takes 
for this kind of interjected theme 
“ Lawlessness and the Law.” 

Aha, the literary detective will 
exclaim, this means that Dr. BUTLER 
is harping agafm on prohibition and 
denouncing the. Volstead act. But 
neither of them does he mention. 
He confines himself to general prin- 
ciples, calling for a more careful 
study of law in its relation to the 
citizen, and pointing out that stat- 
utes which command the approval 
and respect of the community are 
good, while those which do not are 
bad, quite irrespective of their pro- 
fessed purpose or their attached 
penalties. As a definition of law he 
ofters the following: “It is such 
“ordering of the social relations as 
“is upheld by the general will.” Then 
the chief punishment and deterrent 
lie in condemnation by a violator’s 
fellows, more than in arrest or 
imprisonment. If a new law is 
accepted and acted upon, “ well and 
“good. Otherwise it is a dead let- 
“ter.” It is true that society. may, 
if it chooses, decree that those who 
disregard a law ‘that has fallen into 
contempt: shall be -“ criminally pun- 
ished.”

ART MUSEUM DUPLICATES. 


For the second time within a year 
the Metropolitan Museum throws 
into the New York auction room a 
number of objects—this time pic- 
tures, which it has outgrown. The 
Museum is in every way wise in 
ridding itself of things that merely 
cumber its storerooms. But its 
actual manner of housecleaning is 
another matter. 

What will bring in only a little 
money could be used to gain good- 
will from other museums and from 
future donors. Many of these ob- 
jects are desirable for little museums 
at their beginnings. To have put 
them at the disposal of such institu- 
tions at friendly prices would have 
evinced a professional solidarity that 
would have produced a valuable 
good-will, adding a moral and benev- 
olent hegemony to that leadership 
which the Metropolitan Museum has 
on the material side. Moreover, ‘it 
would have been nicer to the donors 
of these discarded objects. These 
things were, after all, given to serve 
a museum purpose. Surely it would 
have. been in the spirit of such. gifts 
to make every effort to keep them 
in! the ’service of ‘other American 
museums. Possibly the Metropolitan 
Museum has as much outgrown the 
small giver as it has the humbler 
American museums. . However that 
may be, it is a bleak prospect for 
the modest donor to be certain in 
advance that his ewe lamb is des- 
tined for the auction block by way 
of the storeroom. 

In an explanatory statement the 
President ‘ofthe Metropolitan says’ 
that a distribution gratis to little 
museums was considered and re- 
jected as time-consuming and possi- 
bly leading to charges.of’ favoritism. 
The Museum felt/an apology was in 
order. What should have been done 
was to sell these objects to little 
museums. at. low . prices, putting in 
the auction room only what ‘had no 
museum usefulness. This would have 
involved: just: a little .more trouble 
than~the actual auction- sale, --But 
any act of professional comity costs 
a little trouble, and is generally re- 
garded .as worth it.

“BARNSTORMING DE LUXE.” - 
An article in Aviation tells the 
story of “ barnstorming ” with a tri- 
motor plane. Ten years ago flying 
of that kind was hazardous,‘ but a 
sterling machine in the hands of a 
skilled pilot is now safer than a taxi. 
Barnstorming with a standard air- 
plane is becoming respectable, and 
it can be made profitable. A Wash- 
ington dealer in automobiles invested 
in a tri-motored airplane last Sep- 
tember, and in a month he had car- 
ried 4,122 passengers, each of whom 
paid $5 for a ride in the air. It then 
occurred to him to tour the country. 
On Oct. 16 his pilots started in the 
tri-motor to fly for a year and a 
half from airport to airport, or as 
long as business was good. The itin- 
erary included cities in all parts of 
the country, beginning with Florida. 
This minor capitalist prefers to 
have his undertaking known as 
barnstorming de luxe,” and not as 
“ gypsy flying.” His plane has a 
capacity of twelve passengers. It had 
to be flown. from Detroit through 
Ohio to Washington. Twenty-five- 
mile sight-seeing flights drew hand- 
somely at Lima, Marion, Columbus 
and Akron, At Hoover Field, Wash- 
ington, waiting lines were formed. 
Patrons may see for themselves that 
the machine is inspected at all hours 
of the day while flying is going on. 
The care of the tri-motor, as well 
as the piloting, is well advertised 
between towns. Dealers in automo- 
biles receive special favors on the 
theory that enterprising men will 
in the future sell both cars and fly- 
ing machines. Safety is always em- 
phasized, and the undertaking has 
so far had no casualty list. 
Aviation, taking up the business 
side of “barnstorming de luxe,” 
shows from the record that the cost 
of operations per hour, including in- 
terest on investment, salaries, insur- 
ance, depreciation and all other ex- 
penses, comes to $125. For fifteen 
minutes in the air ten passengers 
are charged $50. With four loads 
every hour, the net profit is calcu- 
lated at $75 an hour. “ On the basis 
of return from expenditure, this,” 
says Aviation, “is an exceptional 
“margin of profit for any.line of 
“ business,” Supply and demand will 
determine how many promoters can 
occupy the field. The time will come 
when prices must be cut.. But “ barn- 
storming de luxe” is helping to 
make the average man air-minded.

An Account of tied the Treatment of 
Minority Populations. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Tus New York’ Times has exposed, 
whenever occasion offered, the injus- 
tices and maltreatment to which 
Jewish minorities in. Southeastern 
Europe have been subjected: It may | 
be of interest to your readers to 
learn of the way Jews are treated in 
Bulgaria. 

A year ago at a large meeting held 
in Paris to protest against the anti- 
Jewish pogroms in Rumania the 
late Professor Aulard, who presided 
at the meeting, declared, as the re- 
sult of his personal investigations in 
Bulgaria, that such pogroms are ab- 
solutely unknown there. ‘This is 
due,”’ he said, ‘‘to‘the fact that: in 
Bulgaria there are no citizens of 
first and. second class; they are all 
the absolutely equal children of the 
same country, and all have the same 
rights."” Miss Goldman, who in 1919 
was sent to the Balkans on-a mission 
of investigation by the Central Union 
of the Jewish benevolent societies of 
the United States, declared in her re- 
port that she found nowhere in the 
Balkan Peninsula Jewish communi- 
ties so well organized and so pros- 
perous as in Bulgaria. The same 
opinion has been -expressed by Miss 
Eugenie Singer in an article entitled 
“The Jews in Bulgaria in the Past 
and Present,” and. published in the 
Jewish magasine “Menorah” of Vi- 
enna. 

The fifty thousand. or more Jews 
who live:.in. Bulgaria.and the.large 
majority of whom are Sephardim en- 
joy~all the rights and privileges 
granted by the constitution to. all.the 
citizens, irrespective of their religion 
or race. A special statute enacted as 
early as 1880 accorded to the Jewish 
communities complete autonomy in 
religious and cultural matters. They 
have their own schools (37 in num- 
ber), in which the teaching and the 
textbooks are in their vernacular 
(Hispano-Jewish). They are not mo- 
lested for speaking their language, 
in which three magazines and five 
newspapers as well as books are pub- 
lished. A recent example of Bul- 
garian toleration deserves special 
mention. Through the initiative of 
the Sofia branch of Zionist-Revision- 
ists a Jewish National University was 
opened on Dec. 4 in the large hall of 
the Jewish National Home at Sofia.

Further Misfortunes. 

Evidently the only way to get real information was 

to go out personally and gather it. A start was made by 
voyaging to Bermuda on the motor ship of that name, 
Captain Davis commanding. It is humiliating to re- 
cord that the results were almost as negative as the 
report of the world traveler. 
‘One strange game—strange to these eyes—was seen: 
English Rugby. It was played on the grounds of the 
Bermuda Athletic Association between the teams of 
H. M. S. Capetown and H. M. 8. Something-or-other 
(not Pinafore). Like the world traveler, this observer 
never found out what it.was all about. But it was 
played with a ball like our intercollegiate ‘‘oblate 
spheroid,” and there-were fifteen men on a side. Wit- 
nesses can be produced to substantiate these state- 
ments. 

To an American observer the first odd point is that 
no substitutions are allowed. Ifa player loses an arm 
or a leg or is divided into several unequal segments, 
he is allowed to leave the field, but no one is, per- 
mitted to replace him. ‘ ‘This explained tho dilapidated 
condition of half a dozen players who were still stag- 
gering’up and-down the field late in the second. half. 
They were going to stay in as long as they were con- 


scious. 
A Dearth of: Upholstery. 
Another odd point was that the players were not 
upholstered in the American football style. No head- 


guards...No shoulder pads. They pla;ed in thin jer- 
seys and “shorts.” They did wear remarkably heavy ‘ 
shoés’ afd it’s just ‘possible that they had shinguards 
under.their thick stockings. If not, they were very 
foolish. 

The action is more continuous than in the American 
intercollegiate game and the tide of battle changes 
quickly. There’s a great deal of kicking in it, some 
running ‘with the.ball, quite a bit of lateral passing 
and a gorgeous ambunt of ground and’ Yofty tackling. 

When a man is tackled and thrown in our collegiate 
game, that’s the end of the play. The referee blows 
his whistle and the teams line up again: When a man 
is tackled and thrown in English Rugby, the fun has 
just’started. The players of both teams gather around 


andad‘‘pile oni” with fierce shouts and g-ect enthusiasm. 


Ths victim tries to ».ass the ball out of the mélée to 
one of his own side. The opposing players naturally 
object’ to that. They pull and haul‘and push-and~ 
twist.’ They do everything except blackjack him to 
get the ball away for their own side. It is a great 
sight from the sidelines.” How it looks from’ under- 
neath the pile is another matter. 

Rugby has‘ its scrimmages, but the EnglisL call them 
“scrums.” The opposing teams lock heads and 
shotilders and start milling around like enraged buf- 
faloes, It’s a bit confusing to an American observer, 
but it’seems to be a fast and furious game. In con- 
cluding ‘this muddled essay on Rugby another canard 
can be tossed into the casserole: the players do not 
take time out for tea. 


Other Bermuda Sports. 


There being no autos allowed in Bermuda, bicycle 
riding is a favorite sport. It’s strange that no famous 
six-day riders have come from that beautiful island. 
Considering the available supply of salt water, it is no 
surprise to find that sailing is also a favorite sport. 
But there’s nothing strange or extraordinary to report 
about Bermuda sailing craft. They are well known up 
here, the Bermuda rig being a favorite for racing 
sloops and the Bermuda craft having beaten our own 
six-meter boats more than once on Long Island Sound. 

The English on the island play tennis and the tourists 
from this country go in heavily for golf. There are 
some good tennis players on the island but few good 
tennis: courts, There are some good golf courses on 
the island but few good golfers. Except the “profes- 
sional golfers, of course. Jimmy Law of Cherry Valley 
spends his Winters at the Shore Hills Club and Willie 
Macfarlane of Oakridge, Charley Luh: of Coldstream 
and Jack Forrester of Baltusrol recently invaded Ber- 
muda and came back with the Bermuda open crown 
in the Macfarlane luggage. 

The tourists, from brief observation, seemed to be 
playing golf on the American plan.. Take 6 and write 
down 4. The caddies are well trained and very helpful. 
Somehow the ball is always found teed up when the 
player.arrives on) the spot. ‘This is one respect in 
which Bermuda golf is more luxurious and satisfying 
than Westchester golf. 

If there were any other sports in Bermuda they 
were missed by this observer. A man whizzing along 
on a bicycle can’t see everything.

FINDS GAIN ABOUT NORMAL 





Predicts Continuation of Activity in 
First Quarter of 1929-—-Some 
Lines Unsatisfactory. 





Industrial and commercial activity 
in 1928 was slightly higher than in 
the preceding year, but, except fora 
few months in, the last half, was 
little above the normal rate of ex- 
pansion of general business, the Con- 
ference of Statisticians in Industry 
reports in its first monthly state- 
ment, The automobile and building 
industries. were. the leading factors 
in the business movement, it is 
pointed out, while the extraordinary 
expansion of Stock Exchange activity 
stands out in strong contrast to the 


general growth ‘of industry and 
trade. 


The conference, organized by the 
National Industrial Conference Board, 
is composed of leading statisticians 
and economists representing about 
thirty major industries, Meetings 
will take place once a month and the 
findings will’ be made. available to 
business men generally in order to 
check and complete the interpreta- 


tions by officials and financial agen- 
cies, 


Business in the United States on 
the whole has been fairly good dur- 
ing 1928,-the report indicates. In the 
majority of fields the results were 
excellent, but in some lines they 
were unsatisfactory. The first half 
of the year was somewhat uncertain; 
but since June the general level of 
industrial and commercial activity 
has been. slightly above normal. In- 
dications are seen — @ moderate 
downward trend, ely seasonal, 
during November F ecember, but 
it is held that the current momentum

factor in sustaining manufacturing 
Textiles, food products, 
leather and shoes, lumber, paper, 
coal, coke, crude petroleum, zinc and 
lead, however, have either fallen be- 
hind or else shown only slight 
changes in comparison with 1927.. 
Cotton and wool textiles showed con- 
siderable increase in activity toward 
the end of the year, and iron and 
steel production fell off less than 
usual... Industrial consumption — of 
electric power, which affords an in- 
dication of general industrial activity
